RAILWAY CONDUCTORS. 


WASH^iiGTON, May 12.—The second 
day of the reunion of the society of the 
Army of the Oumberland, was a speci- 
men of Washington spring weather. The 
sky was clear, temperature delightful 
and it was an ideal day for open air cer- 
emonies. 
At noon the executive de- 
partments were closedr At the business 
meeting this morning of the society, 
Ool. Henry Stone, of Boston, was se- 
lected as orator 
and Col. Wm. 
Mc- 
MichaeU of New York, alternate for the 
next reunion. 


Chicago was selected as the place and 
Chickamauga week, in September, as 
the time for holding the next reunion. 
Officers of the society were selected for 
the coming year. 
Promptly at 11:30 
General Baird, chief marshal of the 
parade, gave the signal for marching, 
and the procession started. A plattoon 
of mounted police cleared the way for 
the parade. 


In a carriage, leading, were Generals 
Sherman, Sheridan and Rosecrans, three 
out of four living commanders of the 
Army of the Cumberland, General Buel, 
the remaining commander, being unable 
to be present. 


The procession moved up H to Eigh- 
teenth, thence to Pennsylvania avenue, 
down which it marched to Third street, 
where the first division debouched and 
proceeded down Third to Maryland av- 
enue, and then halted on the avenue 
near the monument. 
The second divis- 
ion continued on its course and took a 
position on First street at the north of 
the statue. 


On the grand stand, near the 
statue, 
seats had been arranged for 1,500 per- 
sons. A number of these were occupied 
at least an hour before the procession ar- 
rived. A pair of comfortable arm chairs 
were placed in the centre of the stand 
and were reserved for the president and 
Mrs. Cleveland. 
Places were also re- 
served for the sculptor and other favored 
guests. James and Harry Garfield were 
escorted to seats by General Mussey. 
Secretary Bayard, and Attorney General 
Garland were among the early arrivals 
and were seated to the left of Mrs. 
Cleveland. 
Members of the supreme 
court of the United States came in a 
body, excepting Justices Wood and Har- 
lan, and were seated in the first row, on 
the left of the speaker's stand. 
Repre- 
sentatives of the diplomat corps were 
placed on the right of the stand. 


At one o'clock General Sherman, 
Sheridan and Rosecrans and Governor 
Curtin, arrived in a carriage just after 
the head of the prosoession made their 
appearence. They were soon followed 
by President Cleveland, escorted by 
General Anderson and Secretary 
and 
Mrs. Fairchild. 
Col. and Mrs. Lamont, 
Postmaster General Vilas and Secretary 
Liamar 
Mrs. Cleveland took her seat 
beeide 
the 
president. 
Ex-Secretary 
Windom and Ex-Attomey MacVeach of 
President Garfield's cabinet were among 
the guests preBent. 


The exercises opened with prayer by 
Rev. D. Giesy. The Marine band then 
struck up "Hail to the Chief," and 
amid the clapping of hands the American 
flag, enveloping the staue, was dropped 
and the great bronze image stood ex- 
posed to the rays of the midday sun. 
There was a short lull in the proceedings 
while the battery and artillery fired a 
national salute. 


Gen. Sheridan then introduced the 
orator of the day. Gen. J. Warren 
Keifer, who, on the part of the monu- 
ment committee delivered an address 
transferring the 
statue 
to 
General 
Sheridan. 
General Sheridan in behalf 
of the state transferred the statue to the 
president, asking him as repredentative 
of the American people to accept it. The 
president, who arose aa General Sheri- 
dan began speaking, then began his ad- 
dress accepting the statute as a gift to 
the nation.

Oeneral Business Yesterday—Commit- 
tee Reports — Resolutions—Ex- 
penditures "Authorized. 


Testerday afternoon the report' of the 
committee on the Publishing house at 
St. Louis was read. The directory re- 
commended that the building at St. 
Louis be enlarged because it has been 
found necessary to use a part of the uni- 
versity for publishing purposes. The 
expenditure of $11,000 for an addition to 
the building was recommended, also 
that the puplication of the new series of 
readers be finished at as early a date as 
possible. The synod concurred. 


Resolutions were adopted for 
taking 
the Concordia Orphan's home under the 
supervision of the synod; instructing 
the general cashier tt) publish his annual 
report on April 1st, instead of January 
1st, ordering an annual investigation of 
the management of the St. Louis pup- 
lishing house. 


These^expenditures were recommended 
by a special committee: S30,000 for the 
eimgrant house at New York City; gll, 000 
for the publishing house at St. Louis; 
^11,000 for an addition to the teachers 
seminary at Addison, 111.; $3,000 for 
residences for two professors of Concor- 
dia college. Fort Wayne; $6,000 for re- 
pairs to the seminary at Sprinfield, 
Illinois; $15,000, amount of indebtedness 
of pro-gymnasium at Milwaukee to bo 
assumed by the synod, and $6,000 for 
enlarging the latter building. The total 
is $82,000. 


The committees on home and foreign 
msssions reported the progress gf evan- 
gelioal work in the Michigan 
district 
and in Japan, China and Corea and re- 
commended that she mission 
work, bo 
extended into the Island of Ceylon. 


The commission for the conversion of 
.Tews and heathen was encouraRed 
to 
prosecute its efforts to better succesa. 
The commission had a cash balance of 
$13,548 at its disposal. 


The synod decided this morning to

The argument which these facte present in 
favor of completing the work, would cause 
me to advise you to complete it, were it not 
for the fact that the reservoir, when com- 
pleted upon the 
best applicable plan, 
is 
neither of sufHoient altitude nor capacity. 
When compléted and filled with water, it will 
contain only 2,3»H,T10 U. S. gallons and will 
produce a pressure upon the city distributing 
pipe of only about forty-five pounds 
per 
square inch. Its storage capacity at the time 
of complo'ion w juld be less than two days" 
supply of water, and its water pressure inade- 
quate for fire service. The latter considera- 
tion would necessitate the keeping of steam at 
t he pumping station and the men in readiness 
continually, just as though they were actually 
pumping as they now do, nnd the reservoir 
would be no heip or relief to the 
pumping 
station. 


In my judgment it is needless to 
multiply 
words upon the subject, the reservoir, if ever 
completed, will bo both too small in capacity 
and not suflBdently elevated for an eificient 
fire service, and for these two reasons alone 1 
recommend that you abandon it. 


The question was asked me whether the ad- 
dition ot a stand pipe to your system ol dis- 
tributing water pipe would be desirable and 
tend to make the system complete. J answer, 
no. 
For in a simple system of direct supply, 
such as yours, there is no need for a stand 
pipe, for you cannot accomplish 
anything 
with it that the pumping machinery alone will 
not do. As a storage basin it would be a farce, 
as many other stand pipe storage operations 
are. 


The best, cheapest and wisest thing for you 
to do. is to add to your pumping 
machinery 
such additional engine and pump capaclt.y as 
win fully insure you against interruption in 
the supply, whether for domestic use or fire 
service.

C H A P T E R I. 


ACCOUNTS. 


Claims t o b e Filed. 
Sec. 1. All persons having claims a p i n s t the City 
of Fort Wayne for work rendered, or any claims or demands whatsoever, 
shall, on the Saturday preceeding the second and fourth Tuesday of each and 
every month, file with the City Clerk their respective claims, certilied to by 
the officer who may have authorized the expenditure, or ordered the purchase 
involved in such accounts. 
Finance Committee to Report. 
Sec. 2. 
It shall be the duty of the 
Finance Committee of said Council, on the Monday proceeding tlie second and 
fourth Tuesday of each month, to meet at the council chamber and examine 
Buch claims as are filed with the Clerk of the City; and to report to said 
Council in writing, such claims as they shall deem correct and just. 


Proviso. 
Sec. 3. Xo claims of any kind, whatsoever, will be received by 
said Council, unless examined and reported by said Finance Committee 
Provided, That in cases where written contracts have been made, and entered 
into between the City and other parties, this chapter shall not apply. 


C H A P T E R II. 


ANIMALS. 


Poiindmastfir's I>iities. 
Sec. 1. I t shall be the duty of the Common 
Council, to provide a public pound and to erect therein buildings for hay and 
feed, stables for horses and cattle, arid pens for smaller annimals, and to pro- 
vide means for watering such anhnals. 
I t shall be the duty of such Council 
to elect a Poundmaster for said Citv at their first meeting in May, of each 
year. 
Said Poundmaster shall devote his time to the duties herein provided, 
and such other duties relating hereto, as the Common Council may from time 
to time direct, and for such purposes he is hereby vested with police powers. 
He shall give bond to the city in the sum of Sl.OOO conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties, as herein prescribed ; he shall keep a book in 
which he shall enter a full description of e v e r y animal impounded by him, 
and the place from which the same was taken, the name of the owner, as soon 
as ascertained, and the hour when impounded. 
He shall make a full report 
of all his doings and of all moneys collected by him as such Poundmaster, and 
he shall pay all moneys collectecl under the provisions of this ordinance to 
the Treasurer of said city, and the Treasurer's voucher therefor shall 
accompanv said monthly report. 
The City Marshal shall, in a book provided 
for the purpose, and kept conspicuously displayed at the city hall, enter all 
complaints made to him in reirard to animals found running at large, giving 
the name and residence of the complainant; and any reputable citizen may 
enter for himself such complaint, and it shall be the duty of all officers and 
patrolmen to give notice of all animals seen by them running at large, and the 
said Poundmaster shall take prompt action upon such information. 


U»»lawful t o R u n n t L a r j f e . 
Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for the 
owner of any horse, nnile. cattle, sheep, goat, swine or geese, to permit the 
same to run at large, at any time, within the corporate limits of said city; and 
it shall be unlawful for any person to herd any such animals upon any of the 
streets, alleys or uninclosed lots and lauds within said limits. 


A u i i u a l s T a k e n Up. 
Sec. 3. If any such animals be so found at large, 
the Poundmaster shall take and Ivupouuir the same, and the owner thereof 
may redeem such animal \>y paying to the Poundmaster, for the use of the 
city, the sum of one dollar; and iifty cents additioiuil for each day such animal 
shall be impounded beyond the first day, and if no oue redeem such animal 
within live days of its impounding, the Povuidmaster shall sell the same at 
public auction, after ten days notice of such sale, by posting in at least three 
puWic places of said city, and by serving written noiice of such sale to the 
owner if he be known. 


A n y Pet'soii M a y T a k e Up. 
Sec. 4. 
it shall be lawful for any person 
to deliver to the possession of tlie Poundmaster, any animal fovind running at 
large contrary to this ordinance. 


O b s t r n c t i o i i s . 
Sec. r> 
It sliall be unlawful for any per.'ion to hinder, 
obstruct or delay said Poundmaster or his assistants, in the legal discharge of 
their official duties. 


P e n a l t y . 
Sec. t). 
.\ny person violating this chapter, or any provision 
thereof, shall, upon conviction, forfeit and pay a tine to the City of Fort 
Wayne, of not more than one hundred dollars. 


C H A P T E R III. 


ASSESSOR. 


A p p r a i s e m e n t . 
f>ec. 1. It shall be the duty of the Citv Assessor to daily 
attend at his office, unless otherwise officially engaged. 
ft shall be his dutv 
each year to make an appraisement and assessment of all the real estate anil 
personal property subject to taxation by the city, except wiienever otherwise 
provided by statute, and make due return of such assessment, according to 
aw. 
He shall prepare and keep posted plat books for the use of said city, 
and from time to time shall nuike all necessary corrections t)r changes iher«nn. 
and add all new plats as they are recor<ied. 
He shall, in a book kept for that 
purpose, monthly note all transfers of real estate, with the names of the 
owners thereto, and lie shall, for the use of himself and deputies, make a 
memorandum of all permits granted for improvements liable for taxation, as 
well as all such improvements as shall have been mad(i without permits. 


O m i t t e d P r o p e r t y 
Sec. 2. 
It shall be his duty at all times to place or 
cause to be placed upon the tax duplicate for taxation, all ¡)roperty which 
shall have been, from any cause, omitted from such assessmeiit or taxation. 
T o R e p o r t f o r P r o s e c u t i o n . 
Sec. 3. 
It shall be liis duty to report for 


J or make 
:iout such 


prosecution any person who shall erect within said city any buildii 
any improvement to realty, tor which a permit is necessary, wi 
person having obtained a permit from said citv so to do. 


C H A P T E R IV. 


ATTOKNEY. 


To Report. 
Sec. 1. In addition to the other duties of the City Attorney, 
it shall be his duty, during the months of January and Julv of each and everv 
year, to report in writing, to the Common Council a list of'all suits iDstituted

ment liable to endanger persons or property, a bond, with good and sufficient 
surety 
to be approved by such board, payable to the City of Fort Wayne, 
conditioned, that the owners, or contractors, as the case may be, shall pay all 
damages sustained by any person or persons by reason of any carelessness or 
negligence in making such improvement or removal, as the case may be.

all notes and bonds belonging to said city iexcept those given by himself, 
which shall be deposited with said Clerk), and such notes and bonds shall 
always be subject to the order of said Couucil ; he shiill attend at the Treas- 
urer's office daily, Sundays eccepted, from 8 o'clock A. M. to 4 o'clock V. M., 
unless elsewhere officially engaged, and at such other hours as may be neces- 
sary for the performance of the duties enjoined on iiini by law.

Said Clerk shall attend all meetings of sai(¿ 
Council, and record their proceedings ; keep the proper account books api)er- 
taining to his office ; record all ordinances of said Council, in a book to be 
provided for that purpose, and, in connection with the President of said ( ouncil. 
shall attest the same ; make yearly tax duplicate ; preserve all papers and 
property of .said city phiced in his keeping, and, on going out of office, deliver

CHAPTER XLI. 


KEMITTKK. 


Sec I. The Mayor of the City of Fort Wayne is hereby authorized to remit 
any fine assessed for a violation of the city ordinances, when in the exercise 
of a sound and reasonable discretion he may deem such remitter just and 
proper.

Engineer shall prepare the necessai^ maps and records of the numbers to be 
assigned to all lots or lands in the City of Fort AVayne as above described, 
and deposit the same in the office of the City Clerk, and no owner or other 
person, shall affix a street mumber to a building in said city without having 
first obtained from the City Clerk a certificate designating the number 
assigned to the lot on which said building is situated. 


C e r t i f i c a t e of Clei-k. 
Sec. 2. The City Clerk, to provide for the expense 
of mapping the city, and assigning the numbers to the lots therein, is hereby 
directed to require payment for the certificates to be issued according to the 
foregoing section, at the rate of twenty-tive cents for each number designated 
by said certificate; said amount to be paid over by said Clerk to the City 
Treasurer once a month.

of tlK? City of Fort Wayne now in force, or that shall hereafter be established. 
All licenses granted under this section, may be transferred by the Common 
Council in their discretion. 
Provided, That the keeper or keepers of livery 
stables shall have the right to do the ordinary business of such stables with- 
out obtaining sucli license. 


CK'rk to K e e p R e g i s t e r . 
Sec. 2. 
It shall be the duty of the Clerk to 
to keep a register of the name of the person to whom such license is granted 
or transferred, the number of the license, and the description of the vehicle 
licensed. 
All licenses, unless revoked, shall continue in force for one year 
from the d;iy of the date of the issuing thereof.

Sec. 8. 
Every person so licensed shall forthwith 
cause the name of the owner and the number of his license to be plainly 
painted in letters at least one and one-half inches in length, in a conspicuous 
l)lace on tlie outside of the vehicle, and shall keep the same plain and distinct 
at ail times wlien used, during the continuance of such license.

E v e r y vehicle for conveyance of persons when driven or

Sec. 6. All omnibuses and accommodation coaches run- 
ning in connection with hotels shall be charged for licenses, each, the sum of 
live dollars per annum. 
All omnibuses and accomodation coaches running upon established lines, 


and at stated periods from place to place within the city, shall be charged for 
licenses, each, the sum of one dollar per annum. 


All coaches and carriages drawn by two horses, and occupying any public 
stand, or that shall run for the conveyance of passengers for hire or reward, 
within the city, shall be charged for license, each, the sum of ten dollars per 
annum. 
All vehicles drawn by one horse and occupying any public stand, and used 


for the conveyance of passengers, for hire or reward, within the city, shall be 
charged for license, each, the sum of two dollars and fifty cents per annum. 


All baggage, express, and furniture wagons and vehicles drawn by two or 
more horses shall be charged for license, each, the sum of three dollars. 


All baggage, express, and furniture wagons and vehicles drawn by one horse 
shall be charged for hcense, each, the sum of two dollars per annum. 


All dra3 
or rewarc 
license, 


All wagons and other vehicles drawn by two of more horses for the con- 
veyance of many passengers, or heavy articles or things for hire; from place 
to place in the city, shall be charged for license, each, the sum of five dollars 
per annum if the tire of such wagon be four or more inches in width, if less, 
ten dollars. 


K a t e s of F a r e . 
Sec. 7. The price to be charged by the owner or driver 
of any vehicle, except an omnibus, for the conveyance of passengers for hire 
within said city, shall be as follows, to be regulated and estimated by the dis- 
tance on the most direct routes, viz: 
For carrying a passenger not exceeding one mile, fifty cents. 
For conveying a passenger any distance over a mile and less than two miles 
one dollar.

Draymen, carters, expressmen or 
wagoners, licensed as aforesaid, shall be entitled to receive and ask, for cart- 
age of any articles of merchandise upon any such vehicle, where the distance 
shall not be greater than one mile, thirty-five cents; and for each additional 
mile, or fraction of a mile, twenty cents, and no person driving such licensed 
vehicle, shall refuse to convey, within said city, the goods, or merchandise, or 
other thing of any person, or shall omit or neglect so to do, or shall ask, take, 
state to, or extort from, any person desiring to have, or having had conveyed 
to any place in said city, such goods, or merchandise, or other thing, as the 
price or rate of fare for such conveyance, any greater price or rate of fare 
than that herein established.

at the expense of the owner, printed in plain, legible characters, containing 
the prices or rates of fare allowed by this chapter, and the name of the owner 
or driver of such vehicle and the number of tlie license thereof.

CITY OF FORT WAYNE, IND. 


CHAPTER I. 


ACCOUNTS). 


Claims to be Piled. Sec. I. All persona having claims against the City 


of Fort Wayne for ^York rendered, or any claims or demands whatsoever 
shall, on the Saturday precefidinc the second and fourth Tuesday of each and 
every month, file with the City Clerk their respective claims, certified to b> 
the officer who may have authorized the expenditure, or ordered the purchasr 
involved in such accounts. 


Finance Committee to Report. 
See. 2. It shall be the duty of tin 


"Finance Committee of said Council, on the Monday proceeding the second am 
fourth Tuesday of each month, to meet at the council chamber and examint 
such claims as are filed with the Clerk of the City ; and to report to said 
Council in writing, such claims as they shall deom correct and just. 


Proviso. Sec. 3. Xo claims of any kind, whatsoever, will be received bj 


said Council, unless examined and reported by said Finance Committee 
Provided, That in cases where written contracts have been made, and entered 
into between the City and other parties, this chapter shall not apply. 


CHAPTER II. 


ANIMALS. 


Pound master's Duties. 
Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the. Common 


Council, to provide a public pound and to erect therein buildings for hay ami 
feed, stables for horses and cattle, and pens for smaller aunimals, and to pro- 
vide means for watering such annuals. 
It shall be the duty of such Council 


to elect a Poundmaster for said City at their first meeting in May, of each 
year. Said Poundmaster shall devote his time to the duties herein provided, 
and such other duties relating hereto, as the Common Council may from time 
to timy direct, and fur such purposes he is herebv vested with police powers. 
He shall give bond to the city in the aum of $1,000 conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties, as herein prescribed ; lie shall keep a book in 
which he ahall enter a full description of everyaniui.il impounded by him, 
and the place from which the same was taken, the name of the owner, as soon 
as ascertained, and Urn hour when impounded. 
H« shall make a full report 


of all his doings and of all moneys collected by him as such Poiindiiiasler,and 
he shall pay all moneys collected under the provisions of this ordinance to 
the Treasurer of said city, and the Treasurer's voucher therefor shall 
accompany said monthly report. 
The City Marshal shall, in a book provided 


for the purpose, and kept conspicuously displayed at the city hall, enter all 
complaints made to him in regard to animals found running at large, giving 
the nam* and residence of the complainant; and any reputable citizen may 
enter for himself such complaint, and it shall be the duty of all officers and 
patrolmen to give notice of all animals aeon by them running at large, and the 
eaid Pouudrnaster shall take prompt action upon such information.

owner of any horse. mute, cattle, sheep, goat, swine or geese, to permit the 
same to run at large, at any time, within the corporate limits of said city; and 
it Khali be unlawful for any person to herd any such animals upon any of the 
streets, alloys or uninclosed lots and lands within .said limits.
